(he Unspeakable Turk ’’Has it in” 
for the Missionary—A Hodge- 
podge of Testimony Against the 
Reverend Gentleman — Incited 
the Riots. 


| (BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRBP.) 
NEW YORK, July 29.—Mrs. George 
P. Knapp, wife of the missionary of the 
American Board of Commissioners for 
Foreign Missions, the Rev. George P. 
Knapp, who was arrested at Bitlis, 


Eastern Turkey, on the charge of con-' 


spiring against the Turkish govern- 
ment, has arrived in this country from 
the East. Mrs. Knapp left her hus- 
band in Constantinople to stand trial 
upon the charges which have been pre- 
ferred against him. 

After Rev. Knapp’s arrest in Bitlis, 
where he was a missionary, he was 
taken under a guard of soldiers to 
Alexandretta, his passport having been 
stamped “expelled” at Aleppo, The 
government officials gave him perinis- 
sion to leave the country in safety and 
were, apparently, anxious that he 
whould leave. He declined to depart, 


however, until he had been accomded-a. 


ormal hearing upon the unjust com- 
plaints preferred against him without 
sufficient opportunity to defend him- 
self. 

Upon this insistance the government 
immediately proceeded to secure ex 
parte affidavits and depositions as to 
his alleged wrongdoing, with the result 
that charges were drawn from _ the 
sworn statements of twenty-two per- 
sons whose names are attached to the 
legal documents. These charges were 
presented by the Turkish Minister of 
Foreign Affairs to the United Staets 
Charge d’Affaires at Constantinople. 
The following is a copy of the official 
translation of the charges upon which 
the American missionary will be tried 
before a Turkish tribunal: 

“This missionary, who was one of the 
principal mainstays of the Huutchagist 
(revolutionist) Committee at lLitlis, in- 
dulged in all sorts of subversive in- 
trigues. It was at his instigation that 


Armenian agitators provoked disturb- } 


ances in the provinces. In fact, this 
missionary was always in correspond- 
ence with Armenian leaders, among 
whom was Hampariscon, alias Mourad, 
chief of the Sassoun and Telori insur- 
gents, in order to stir up trouble, with 
a view to creating an Armenian princi- 
pality in Asia Minor, and used to send 
to Sassoun and elsewhere, under the 
pretext of distributing aid, emissaries 
who were charged with the mission of 
giving most pernicious counsel to the 
inhabittans. 
“Incited by him, Agitator Horsep, 
son of Garibed, and several of his Ar- 
menian companions, had attempted in 
the open streets of Bitlis to foricibly 
abduct a Kurdish girl from her par- 
ents, at the same time calling the lat- 
ter by the most abusive names and 
blaspheming the imperial goverament 
and the Mussulman religion. This 
missionary, in company with certain 
agitators, used to hold meetings at his 
house, or in the churches, or at the 
bishop’s residence, in order to prepare 
the Bitlis incident. It is he who had 
vagrants in his hire and armed them, 


| that troubles might be provoked. 


“He encouraged the cred*yous Ar- 
menians to attack the ’ jue during 
Friday and kill the f al, to assas- 
sinate Mussulman officials and nota- 
bles whom they met im lonely places, 
and to urge such of their own nation- 
ality as were faithful to the imperial 
government to refuse to pay their 
taxes, and to address such language to 
the Mussulmans as would tend to ex- 
cite them. 

“In one word, he did his utmost to 
disturb order and peace. He acted as 
Intermediary of guilty correspondence, 
propagated the most revolutionary 
ideas and spread abroad _ sensational 
rumors. Refusing to conform to the 
regulations governing public instruc- 
tion, he tried to inculcate subversive 
principles imto the minds of his pupils, 
and sought to induce the Armenians to 


embrace Protestantism. He persuaded}

“It was by the alarm signal, given 
by means of a bell, which he had in- 
stalled near his house, that the Arme- 
hians shut their shops amd attacked 
the mosques at the time of the Bitlis 
fisturbances. The Armenians, Panazap, 
erpe and Momprey, the latter Mr. 
napp’s servant, who wounded a. cer- 
tain Kavourk Agha Bakalia, have testi- 
fied before the exmining magistrate 
shat they committed this crime under 
orders from Missionary Knapp, who 
promised to give £100 to whoever suc- 
ceeded in killing one or more members 
of the Bakalia family, and to provide 
for the future of his wife and children. 
They have further testified that it was 
George Knapp hmself who furnished 
the revolver used in the execution 
of the crime.

A QUEER CHARACTER, 


OLD 


NARCIO SEBASTIAN AND HIS 
CAMPING WAGON, 


A Man Over Ninety-six Years of Age 
Traveling Through the State in 
a Conveyance Which He Con- 
structed Forty Years Ago.

SANTA ROSA, July 29.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) Narcio Sebastian arrived here 
today in his one-horse camping wagon, 
with old 
friends here. Sebastian is a famous 
character. He is over ninety-six years 
old. He was born in Montreal, Can., 
and his mother is still living there at 
the age of 130. . ees 

On Narcio’s ninety-sixth birthday she 
sent him a pair of stockings which she 
knit herself. She is hale and hearty. 
Narcio says she is good for many more 
years, though he never expects to see 
her unless she comes here to visit him. 

Najcio came to San Francisco eighty - 
five ‘years’ ago, he says. He did not 
come because he wanted to, but was 
stolen from his home by a sailor who 
lured him to the ship’s side with toys, 
then carried him aboard and kept him 
with him until they landed in the West. 
Narcio lived in Santa Clara county 
for a number of years and was a me- 
chanic. Afterward he went to Los An- 
geles and drove an express wagon. He 
is traveling in the same wagon he built 
over forty’ years ago. 

His father was an Englishman and 
his mother was French, and he can 


Speak English, French and Spanish} 


fluently. He never used intoxicating 
liquors or tobacco, and in body and 
mind he appears as vigorous as the 
average man at 50. 


WEBSTER REINSTATED. 


But Secretary Herbert Excoriates 
the Crooked Naval Paymaster. 

WASHINGTON, July 29.—The Secre- 
tary of the Navy has disapproved the 
proceedings, findings and sentence of 
dismissal proposed by the  court- 
martial held at Mare Island, Cal., 
recently passed upon Assistant Pay- 
master Webster, lately attached to the 
Yorktown, on the China station. The 
officer was accused of having retained 
a bond exacted from his pay clerk, W. 
J. Tobin, after having dismissed the 
clerk. 

The Secretary finds grave informali- 
ties in the proceedings of the court 
which convicted the offender, and more- 
over, is inclined to believe, principally 
upon the testimony of Chief Engineer 
Harrie Webster, principally upon the 
Yorktown, that the money, amounting 
to $2500, placed in the paymaster’s 
hands by Tobin’s mother, was techni- 
cally a loan, and not for a bond. For 
these reasons, he reverses the finding 
of the court and restores Webster to 
duty, but takes occasion to say the 
transactions in any light in which it 
may be viewed is disgraceful to Pay- 
niaster Webster, and to the navy, and 
a violation in spirit of the statute pro- 
hibiting any officer from taking money 
for procuring an appointment. 

It was ‘scandalous, says the Secre- 
tary, that Webster should fail to pay 
back. after the termination of Tobin’s 
service, the money received by him in 
consideration of his appointment as 
clerk, and should he for any length of 
time persist in this failure the depart- 
ment may be expected to proceed fur- 
ther in the matter. 


DIED IN A CELL. 


Alleged Russian Count Hangs Him- 
self with a Handkerchief. 

NEW YORK, July 29.—Roman J. Zu- 
bof, claiming to be a journalist from 
Boston and @ Russian Count, com- 
mitted suicide in a cell at the Police 
Station here today. He was arrested 
when about to sail for Europe on the 
steamer New York. The allegation was 
that he owed a hotel bill of 3500. He 
hanged himself with a handkerchief. 

Zubof was a graduate of Trinity Col- 
lege, Dublin, and an accomplished lin- 
guist. He came to the United States 
eight years ago and engaged in liter- 
ary work. An acquaintance said that 
Zubof was engaged to marry a daugh- 
ter of a New York banker said to be 
worth $20,000,000 and was badly in debt.

GREECE WARNED. 
She Will Be Held Responsible for 


Troubles in Crete. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, July 28.—(De- 
layed in Transmission. By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) As a result of a Cabinet council 
the Turkish government today made a 
formal complaint to the government 
of Greece regarding the alleged ship- 
ment of arms and ammunition from 
Greece to the Island of Crete for the 
use of insurgents there, relative to the 
appearance of armed bands in Macedo- 
nia, pointing out the danger therefrom 


*to the peace of Europe and adding that 


Greece would be responsible. 

The Turkish government also an- 
nounced that it had been devided to 
grant limited concession to the Cretans 
and that they would be allowed repre- 
sentation. The powers decided to send 
a collective note to Greece declaring it 
must suppress the matters complained 
of by the Turkish zovernment. Other- 
wise the Sultan of Turkey would be 
left to restore order in rete. It is 
rumored the Turkish government in- 
tends to dispatch Albaalans against the 
Cretan filibusters, whicn wili undoubt- 
edly add considerably to the gravity of 
the situation. 


Canada’s Sealing Fleet. 


OTTAWA (Ont.,) July 29.—Collector 
Milles’s report of the season’s opera- 
tions of the Canadian sealing fleets inh 
Japanese waters is in the hands of 
the Minister of Marine, It shows an 
average of 643 skins to each of the 28 
schooners at work, making a, total of 
18,004 skins. There is also the catch of 
8 American schooners, total catch of 
3308 skins, and of 7 Kakoteate sealers, 
with 2417 skins. The catch of the other 
American craft makes up a total of 
25,500 skins. On the whole, the catch 
is slightly better than last season.

Talking. 

No Billy-Boy Platitudes in Tis 
Apothegins. 


Incisive Sentences that Drive in 
Like Nails. 


The Strong Man of Congress to His 
Friends, the People—Opening of 
the Republican Campaign in the 
Pine Tree State, 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRD.) 

ALFRED (Me.,) July 29.—This quaint 
county seat was the scene today of the 
opening of the Republican national cam- 
paign of 1896. People from _ all the 
country round came to listen to’ the 
speech of Hon, Thomas B. Reed, and 
congratulate him on the prospect of 
his renomination for Representative by 
the First District Republicans. The 
occasion was the meeting of the Re- 
publican County Convention. There 
were presentmany people from near-by 
sections of New Hampshire and Massa- 
chusetts. 

In his speech, Reed took the ground 
that. free coinage of silver by the 
United States would not raise it to a 
par with gold at a ratio of 16 to 1. 
He said that as soon as the election 
was over, and the future position of 
the United States assured, capital 
would come from abroad and the coun- 
try would again be prosperous. 

Mr. Reed addressed the large gather- 
ing as follows: 

If I were going to give advice to 
the people of the whole United States, 
I should not take this time to do it. 
Just now there is @ great deal of froth 
and foam in the air, and some time 
is really needful to disclose clearly 
to every eye how much of it is the 


result of the temporary breeze which 


stills at nightfall, and how little there 
is of that heavy groundswell which 
shows that great elementary forces are 
at work. : 

Two months ago no man of any 
standing would have risked his repu- 
tation as a prophet, by hinting the 
slightest doubt of Republican success. 
Four years of actual trial of the op- 
position, under the guidance of its best 
and twice-trusted leader, has left no 
shadow of question as to the public 
-- THE APOTHEOSIS OF BRYAN. 

Two months have slipped away— 
hardly time to ripen a strawberry, 
much less a system of finance—and 
there are those who tell us that all 
things have changed, but these very 
men, who were being arrayed for de- 
cent burial had burst the cerements 
of the grave, and, transfigured by some 
new arrangements of crowns and thorns 
and crosses of go!d, were to lead us to 
a new hapviness, and even repair all 
the damage they themselves had’ 
wrought. 

Now this may be so, but to me it does 
not seem probable. Human experience 
in every walk of life teaches us that 
those who have blundered will blunder 
again, and that the wisest course is 
not to employ a ship captain who has 
not emerged from his last shipwreck, 
but the sailor who has never lost a 
ship, a passenger or a letter, but has 
held safe through every sea. He may 
have lost masts and sails and even 
been rudderless for hours. But if he 
has every time come safe to port, bet- 
ter hdve him than all the landsmen 
who are forever shouting what they can 
do, and never dare tell of what, they 
Boasters are worth noth- 
ing. Deeds are facts forever and for- 
ever. Better a pound of performance 
than a shipload of language. 

As I have already said, everybody 
conceded the election of the Republi- 
can ticket.

Have the four years of history 
been blotted out? Not one scrap of it. 
Is our condition better? Rather worse. 
We are allin a bad way, and something 
must be done.

We 
have exported a large amount of it. 
Money is the transferer of capital, as 
a hayrack and horses is 4 transferer of 
hay. More hayracks will not make 
more hay, but more hay will require 
more hayracks, and is sure to get them. 

UNCLE SAM’S CAPITAL. 

Our capital is great, but the Unitea 
States is very much greater. There 
are millions of square miles and 75,000,- 
000 of people and undeveloped riches 
without stint. But there is not much 
capital, not near enough to keep 7,- 
000,000 people at work. When are we 
the most prosperous? It is when the 
75,000,000 are all at work, and when that 
happens we borrow of_the rest of the 
world thousands of millions of dollars.

OMAHA (Neb.,) July 29.—Hon. J. Ster- 
ling Morton will be in Omaha tomor 
row. It is generally understood among 
Nebraska Democrats that his presence 
is for the purpose of a conference rela- 
tive to his Presidential candidacy on™ 
the gold-standard ticket. A call of the 
gold-standard Democrats of Nebraska 
to confer as to the advisability of in- 
dorsing the plan of putting a gold- 
standard Democratic national ticket 
into the fleld will be issued within a 
very few days. This was learned from 


-an old-time Democrat, who is high in 


the councils of the administration 
Democrats in this State. 

“There is no question,” said he, “that 
the prevailing sentiment among the 
honest-money Democrats of Nebraska 
is strongly in favor of putting up a 
national ticket with an out-and-out 
gold Democrat as a candidate for Pres- 
ident, This feeling is born solely of a 
desire to do everything possible to aid 
in the election of McKinley, and not 
with the expectation that the ticket wilf 
be successful in the end. The aim and 
purpose of the honest-money Democrats 
is to down the Bryan free-silver craze. 
There is no division of sentiment on 
that point.’ 

The latter sentence was dedivered 
with an emphasis that carried with it 
the conviction that the speaker uttered 
it with authority. He is a man who 
has been in close touch with the lead- 
ers of Democracy in this State for 
many years, and is a close observer of 
men and a shrewd judge of political 
cause and effect. 

“The only difference of opinion ex- 
isting among the gold Democrats,” he 
continued, “is with reference to the best 
method of contributing to the election 
of the Republican ticket and saving 
thee country from the calamity which 
would surely follow the election of the 
Chicagv candidate.

MAIL CLERKS MUST HOLD ALOOF. 

WASHINGTON, July 29.—Postmas- 
ter-General Wilson has issued an order 


not to take an active interest in the 


political campaign, such as would be 


involved in attending political conven- 
tions as delegates or making political 
speeches. The Postmaster-General’s 
circular expressly states that he does 
not desire to control their opinions on 
politcal matters. ; 

The order, which is in line with the 
famous “pernicious activity’ order of 
President Cleveland in 1886, was issued 
today by General Superintendent White 
of the Railway Mail Service, by direc- 
tion of the Postmaster-General. The 
order in full is as follows: se 
“The attention of all railway postal 
clerks, regardless of the character of 
the duty to which they may be assigned, 
is directed to section 435, page 192, of 
the postal laws and regulations of 1893. 
“The department does not attempt or 
desire to control the political opinions 
of anyone connected with the postal 
service, but insists that employes of the 
railway mail service shall not take an 
active interest_.in politics in the way of 
attending conventions as delegates, 
making political speeches, or assisting 
in the management of political cam- 
paigns. These employés should recog- 
nize the fact that their tenure of office 
depends upon themselves; if they con- 
form to these requirements and are 
efficient, honest, courteous to the public, 
their officers and comrades, and abstain 
from unseemly and indecent language 
in discussing candidates or parties, they 
may reasonably expect to remain in the 
service. 

“All this will not interfere with their 
voting according to the dictates of their 
own consciences or of expressing their 
opinions in an intelligent and courteous 
way. More than this, however, is detri- 
mental to the best interests of the ser- 
vice and is in violation of the section of 
the Postal Laws and Regulations re- 
ferred to above and also of the order of 
the President issued July 14, 1886, which | 
is still in force and was made a part of 
the Postal Laws and Regulations sub- 
sequently and repromulgated by the 
Postmaster-General, May 25, 1894.” 

The formal order was brought out by 
complaints against some of the clerks. 
The ‘Postmaster-General will issue a 
general order of the same tenor to all 
classes of employés in the entire postal 
service later on. It will not be done, 
however, unless complaint is made.

NOTHING LIKE THE TIME IN THE 
LONDON CONGRESS. . 


Delegates Madly Accuse Each Other 
While the Chairman Frantically 

Endeavors to Maintain Order. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRP.) 
LONDON, July 29.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble,) The sessions of the International 
Socialist and Trade Unionist Congress 
were resumed this afternoon with 
Chairman Hyndeman presiding. In his 
opening address, the chairman begged: 
the delegates to maintain order, point- 
ing out that their enemies were deriving 
considerable encouragement from the 
apparent inability of the congress to 
conduct its business. Discussion was 
then resumed on the question of admit- 
ting the French Socialist members of 
the Chamber of Deputies, M. Jaures, .M. 
Milleraud and Vivinia, it being claimed 
by the delegates who objected to their 
presence, that they did not represent 
the French peasantry and that they were 
not properly accredited. The congress, 
after a great deal of wringling, referred 
the credentials of M. Jaures and his 
companions to the French delegates.” 
The discussion of the credentials of 
other delegates who had been objected 
to were then commenced and continued 
amid much interruption, Many dele- 
gates from secret societies of Russia and 


anothér disturbance, 
Kantsky, one of the Polish delegates, 
was openly denounced as a suspicious 
character, and the person who made 
the denunciation added that it was well- 
known that Kantsky had been in com- 
munication with a notorious police spy. 
Kantsky fiercely protested his innno- 
cence. Several hot speeches for and 
against his admission were made and 
the congress, after a very noisy session, 
decided to expel him. Kantsky was 
hustled out of the hall, vowing ven- 
g#eance against the man who had de- 
nounced him and loudly. protesting his 
innocence of any -connection With the 
Russian police. 
It required the whole of the remain- 
der of the sitting to decide the claims of. 
the French delegates to seats, those 
delegates having in the mean time de- 
veloped a difference in their own ranks. 
They were finally admitted, only on 
terms of division and disagreement 
among themselves, The proposal made 
by M. Milleraud, on behalf of the 
French’ delegates, was to allow them to 
divide into two sections, as they dis- 
agreed upon important questions. This 
immediately precipitated a discussion 
and great excitement and loud shout- 
ing ensued among the delegates. 
Chairman Hyndeman finally sug- 
gested that one delegate should speak 
for and another against the proposal. 
He then asked that Milleraud speak, 
but it was fully a half hour before the 
French Socialist deputy could obtain 
a hearing. When he finally succeeded 
in,.making himself heard, he denounced 
the Anarchists and declared that his 
section would withdraw from the con- 
gress if the Anarchists were allowed to 
take part in the proceedings. Another 
tremendous uproar. on the floor fol- 
lowed, and mutual recriminations were 
hurled back and forth between the dif- 
ferent French sections. The chairman 
was utterly powerless to control the 
situation or to put a stop to the noise, 
and the delegates went on yelling and 
waving their arms and denouncing 
each other, while no one could possi- 
bly hear what anyone was saying, and 
the tenor of the remarks could be 
judged only by ‘the fierce gestures and 
threatening demeanor of the shouters. 
An American delegate, in the midst 
of the din, shouted in a stentorian 
voice that could be heard, that the 
Americans sided with the French mi- 
nority and against the Anarchists. 
This again aroused the French major- 
ity, who, however, only imperfectly 
understood what the American said, 
and they shouted themselves hoars® in 
repudiating what they thought was a 
charge that they were Anarchists. The 
English delegates took no very active 
part in the disturbances, but simply 
regarded the scene with stupefied dis- 
may.

The congress then adjourned after 
the sitting had lasted seven hours, 
amid constant turbulence and disorder 
and little comprehension among the 
participants of what was being said 
or of the course of business. 

Three days of the congress have now 
already been wasted in the considera- 
tion of credentials of delegates, and 
this business has not been finished yet. 
As the congress is to adjourn on Sun- 
day morning, it looks as though the 
closing ‘would come without its hay- 
ing reached any real business at all.

Reports 
from - different points in Illinois and 
Missouri indicate that the weather is 
still worse there than in’St. Louis.

(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, July 29.—The De- 
partment of State has been advised by 
Consul-General Lée of Havana, under 
date of July 23, that George Calvar, an 
American citizen arrested in Manzan- 
illo, district of Santiago de Cuba, in the 
month of April, this year, and Manuel 
Romagosa, also an American citizen re- 
siding-in the same province, have been 
officially notified of their unconditional 
release from prison. 


SECRET PLANS. 


Cubans Plotting at Madrid—Troops 
to Go Without Arms. 
(BY THB TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.) 
LONDON, July 29.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) A dispatch to the Central 
News from Lisbon says private ad- 
vices received from Madrid say that 
the existence of a secret Cuban com- 


| mittee has been discovered there, and 


that certain Cuban exiles who were in 
Madrid have vagtished. It has also 
been discovered that Separatist 
schemes relative to the Philippine Isl- 
ands are on foot. 

As a result of certain acts of insubor- 
dination among the last 600 men em- 
barked for Cuba, and the discovery 
that secret proclamations were being 
Circulated among the soldiers, and im 
view of the notorious reluctance of the 
troops to go to Cuba, the reinforce- 
ments, 4000 strong, who will be em- 
barked at the end of August, will be 
shipped without arms, through fear of 
a mutiny among them. Their arms 
will be forwarded by other vessels. 

The advices also say that desertions 
from the army are numerous, espe- 
cially in Aragon. Fear is entertained 
by the authorities that disorders will 
occur in connmeetion with the dispatch- 
ing of reinforcements for the Spanish 
forces in Cuba, and elaborate precau- 
tions are being takentoprevent trouble. 
Instructions have been given to the 
Spanish censor to suppress all tele- 
grams relating to the matter. 


OPERATIONS AGAINST THE IN- 
§SURGENTS. 


NEW YORK, July 29.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Havana says the po- 
lice have captured a collection of maps 
of the island, highly-colored, showing 
the supposed insurgent headquarters 
in Cubitas, the rebel flag and picturing 
various chiefs of the insurrection. The 
maps bear the imprint of a Barcelona 
firm. The Havana stationer, Don Fer- 
nandez, in whose possession they were 
found, was arrested. 

Narcisso Rodriguez Torres, court- 

martialed here, will be shot in the Ca- 
banas fortress today (Wednesday.) In 
Havana province several government 
foraging parties, sent out from Bata- 
bano, San Felipe and Aguacate, report 
successful operations against various 
insurgent camps of minor importance. 
The rebels’ cattle and. other effects 
were seized. Skirmish firing continues 
along the trocha. From Pinar del 
Rio, Gen. Bernal reports that he cap- 
tured rebel positions at Pozo del Medio 
and burned the camp of the insurgent 
chief, Verona. Bernal secured thirty 
beeves and a great quantity of to- 
bacco. 
_ A Madrid dispatch in the El Diario 
del Marino says the Argentine Repub- 
lic refuses to cede to the Spanish gov- 
ernment two battleships nearing com- 
pletion at Genoa, Italy. , 


JOSE MACEO’S SON. 


NEW YORK, July 29.—Among the 
passengers that arrived at this port 
last night by the steamer Caracas from 
La Guayra was the son of José Maceo, 
who was killed in Cuba recently. The 
young man, it is said, held the post of 
Chief of Police in Port Limon, Ccsta 
Rica, and is, together with ten other 
young Cubans, on his way to the island 
to join the rebel army. He learned of 
his father’s death on landing. 

INQUIRIES BY FRIENDS. 

WASHINGTON, July 29.—At the sug- 
gestion of Gen. Miles, who has inter- 
ested himself in the case in behalf of 
the friends of the man, Acting Secre- 
tary of State Rockhill briefly tele- 
graphed Consul-General Lee at Havana 
asking for information respecting 
Pearce Atkinson, a Chicago man, serv- 
ing with the insurgents, who was re- 
ported to have been killed near Ha- 
vana. The Consul-General replied that 
so far he had been unable to obtain 
any information of the matter after 
inquiry in Havana. 

The petition by citizens of Key West 
and elsewhere in Florida asking for 
the intervention of the State Depart- 
ment to ameliorate the condition of 
Melton, one of the competitor prison- 
ers, has reached the department, but 
no action upon it has yet been taken. 


MORELAND SENTENCED. 


Pittsburgh’s Ex-City Attorney and 
Assistant Embezzled Money. 


PITTSBURGH, July 29.—Maj. C. 
Moreland, ex-City Attorney, convicted 
of embezzlement of city funds, was sen- 
tenced today to pay a fine of $26,900 and 
undergo three years’ imprisonment at 
Riverside Penitentiary. His agsistant, 
W. H. House, was fined $1000 and sen- 
tenced to two years. While the short- 
age on which Moreland and House were 
convicted was only $23,900, there was 
between $300,000 and $400,000 unac- 
counted for. 


Laurier’s Liberal Administ 


TORONTO (Ont.,) July 29. — Sir 
Charles Tupper, Premier of the late 
Conservative government of the Domin- 
ion, defeated at the general elections 
last month, after being in power 
eighteen years, said in an interview 
here that his opposition would be found 
by Laurier’s Liberal administration to 
be the strongest that ever sat in the 
Canadian House of Commons.

Two im- 
portant decisions have been handed 
by the Supreme Court; in both causes 
the lower courts are reversed. One 
knocks out the Glendora Irrigation Dis- 
trict bonds, in the sum of $170,000; the 
other is in favor of the city of San Di- 
ego and others as defendants in an ac- 
tion brought by Higgins and Llewel- 
lyn. Five persons were received at the 
County Jail yesterday under criminal 
‘Charges. Over two hundred persons 
have joined in-a suit to quiet title in 
Almondale Villa tracts and other prop- 
erties. The boys returned from Po- 
mona appeared in court; Judge Torrance 
has decided that the Monte Vista Park 
was dedicated to the public. Five new

FIRE COMMISSION. 


AMENDMENT TO THE GASOLINE” 
ORDINANCE APPROVED. 


Chief Instructed to Notify All Prop- 
erty-owners to Comply with the 
Fire-escape Ordinance — Special 
Session of the City Council. 


At the regular meeting of the Fire 
Commissioners yesterday morning 
Chief Moore suggested in his weekly 
report to the board that the following 
amendment to the ordinance covering 
the use of gasoline for power purposes 
be recommended to the Council for 
adoption: 

“Wherever naphtha, gasoline, distil- 
late or other product of petroleum, 
which will not etand a flash test of- 
110 deg. Fahr., is used for lighting or 
power purposes the receptacle contain- 
ing the same shall be buried under 
ground and the top of the said recep- 
tacle shall be at least six inches be- 
low the*lowest point at which the said 
naphtha, gasoline, distillate or other 
oil or the vapor thereof is burned or 
used,”’ 

The board approved of this amend- 
ment and the clerk was directed to no- 
tify the Council of its desire in the mat- 
ter. 9 
The Chief reported in the matter of 
the bid of $2 a month of the Merchants’ 
Advertising Company for use of wall 
of chemical engine house No. 1, that 
the owner of the building states that 
another bill-posting concern already 
has the lease of the wall. The report 
was ordered filed. 

The Chief filed a report, in which was 
contained the names of property-own- 
ers who have complied with the fire-es- 
cape ordinance since his last report. He 
was instructed to send a final notice to 
all who have not complied with the or- 
dinance, warning them that no more de- 
lay. in the’ matter will be tolerated by 
the commissioners. 

It was the opinion of Commissioner 
Vetter that the matter of Assistant

“MYSTERY OF A SHIRT. 


CHEURA MADE A CONDITIONAL 
CONFESSION TO OFFICIALS. 


Would Plead Guilty if the Woman 
Said He Changed Hina Shirt. 
"That is a D—an Lie!’—Wit- 
messes Today. 


The examination of Cheura, charged 
with the murder of Ochoa, was re- 
sumegl before Justice Young yesterday 
morning. 

Mrs, Ochoa and Valenzuella had not 
yet made an appearance in court, and 
it being shown that further time was 
necessary the cause went over to 10 
o’clock this morning. 

Deputy Sheriff Aguerra was calied 
and recounted. certain conversations 
had with the defendant since his in- 
carceration; in one of these interviews 
Aguerra asked him if a shirt and demi- 
john exhibited to him was his property 
(these articles have blood upon them;) 
Cheura said the demijohn was his, but 
the shirt was not; Aguerra said he then 
asked him if he knew a woman would 
Swear that she saw him pull off this 
shirt; Ochoa answered no, and said if 
@ woman would swear that it must be 
true and he was guilty. 

Cheura was permitted to ask ques- 
tions of the witness, the latter acting 
as interpreter. 

Cheura has a face that bears evidence 
of a low, cunning nature, and it is more 
than probable that he understands 
much more English than he will ac- 
knowledge. During the recital of 
Aguerra’s interview, Cheura turned to 
a Times reporter and exclaimed in good 
English, ‘‘That is a d——n lie!” 

Under Sheriff Clements was called 
to the witness-box and recounted the 
testimony before the Coroner's jury, 
and the findings that Ochoa came to 
his death from a knife wound in the 
back, six inches long, and a deep cut in 
the right breast. He further stated 
that Cheura told him if the woman 
would go on the witness stand and 
swear that she saw him take off the 
shirt now in evidence he would plead 
guilty. It was this last statement that 
caused the examination to be contir- 
ued until this morning, wnen-tfie pres- 
ence of the witness, Mrs. Ochoa, is ex- 
pected in court, 

The examination was conducted by 
Deputy District Attorney Holton. 


HE STABBED EHiMSELF. 


Lopez Declares Alvarado Was Cut 
During the Struggle. 


The murder trial of Manuel Lopez will 
be concluded in Judge Smith’s depart- 
ment today. Arguments were made to 
the jury yesterday afternoon. The clos- 
ing appeal for the defendant will be 
made this morning by Attorney Strong.

after him, and struck him over the 
shoulder with a large cane or piece of 
wood—it was dark and he could not tell 
which; he grasped Alvarado by the 
arms near the wrists and tried to hold 
him; during this time the infuriated 
man was continually trying to strike 
him, and at the same time was making 
attempts to get something out of his 
clothes from the left side; suddenly he 
cried out, “I have :ut myself!” and 
ceased his efforts to strike Lopez. ° 

The defendant declares that he im- 
mediately went home and knew nothing 
of the extent of Alvarado’s injuries un- 
til arrested at his own house next 
morning, when he was told Alvarado 
was dead and the officer accused him 
of stabbing the victim to death. 

Alvarado was frightfully cut in the 
abdomen and died shortly after the in- 
fliction of the wound; the cutting was 
done with a paiv-of.sheepshears.

CONTRACTION OF CREDITS. 


The amount of money in circulation 
is by no means a measure of the 


volume of business transacted. 
Checks, drafts, and other credit 
instruments serve the purposes 


of money to a far greater extent than 
is supposed by persons not familiar 
with the subject. It has been esti- 
mated by competent authorities that 
from 90 to 95 per cent. of the entire 
business transacted in the United 
States is transacted by means of credit 
instruments, only 5 to 10 per cent. be- 


~ {ng transacted by the actual transfer 


of cash... 

The basis of this vast volume of 
business is confidence, and it is mani- 
fest that any influence which tends, 
however slightly, to impair confidence 


affects adversely the whole business 


fabric, disturbs values, abridges cred- 
its, and depresses trade. So long as 


confidence remains unimpaired, busi- 


ness is buoyant, credits good and times 
are prosperous. 

Not least among the evil results of 
free silver coinage would be the se- 
rious contraction of credits, from one 
end of the nation to the other. As 
The Times has already shown, the con- 
traction of the actual money in the 
country, available for business pur- 
poses, would amount to nearly or quite 
one-half of the total amount outstand- 


ing, through the retirement of gold 


and the depreciation of silver and 
paper to the basis of silver bullion. 
But more serious than this contraction 
of the actual currency would be the’ 
contraction of that larger system of 
credits which performs the functions 
of money, and performs them better, 
under normal conditions, than money 
itself. This contraction of credits 
would do more than all else to bring 
on the panic and disaster which would 
inevitably follow the wild and impracti- 
cable scheme of unrestricted and free , 


* gilver coinage. Business could be bet- 


ter transacted with an inadequate 
amount of currency than with abridged 
credits. Unfortunately, we should suf- 
fer from both these evils if the-silver- 
ite ticket should be elected in Novem- 
ber. 

The wage-earner and the great body 
of business men of moderate means 
would suffer most severely from the 
contraction of credits. The wage- 
earner would suffer in the reduction 
of his wages or the loss of employ- 
ment altogether. Even the workmen 
“who continued to receive the same rate 
of wages, dollar for dollar, as they now 
receive, would be paid in depreciated 
dollars worth perhaps sixty cents each 
in’ purchasing power, which would 
mean a reduction of 40 per cent. in 
their wages. But the injury would also 
fall heavily upon the business man 
of moderate means, the manufacturer, 
the merchant, the employer of labor 
On a comparatively small scale. Men 


‘of this class are necessarily exten- 


give borrowers, and are a numerous 
‘and important factor in the industrial 
and commercial life of the nation. It 
_is evident that the sudden and violent 


“contraction of credits which would: 


surely follow the adoption of free sil- 
ver coinage, would not only strike 
down thousands of men of this class, 
but would also, through them, strike 
their employees a severe blow. 

Thus, free and unlimited silver coin- 
age would give us at once a serious 
contraction of the currency and a far 
more serious abridgement of credits. 
These twin evils could not fail to 
bring disaster and bankruptcy to the 


| industrial and commercial interests of 


the nation. It is impossible that labor 
should prosper in the midst of such 
a convulsion. Loss of employment, 
reduced wages, and general distress 
are always the fate of the wage-earner 
when dstrust:takes the place of con- 
fidence in the business world. 

Every voter should understand this 
question thoroughly before casting his 
ballot. And few voters who under- 
stand it in all its bearings will be 
guilty of the immeasurable folly of 
casting their votes for free silver coin- 
age, with its inevitable train of evils. 


ANARCHY IN: THE AIR. 


There is food for thought in the 
description of the International So- 
cialist Congress that has been in ses- 
sion during the past few days. The 
congress had no sooner met than it 
started in to wrangle as to whether 
Anarchists should be admitted. The 
Anarchists who were present behaved 
in such a turbulent manner that, after 
ineffectual attempts to eject them, the 
chairman was forced to adjourn the 
meeting... The Associated Press dis- 
patch from London states that such a 
pandemonium .as the congress pre- 
sented had never been witnessed in 
England. The delegates behaved like 
madmen, standing on the tables, wav- 
ing their arms and yelling at the top 
of their voices in half a dozen different 
languages. So rough did they become 
that the women reporters became 
scared and fied from the hall, while 
the chairman, who swung a huge rail- 
road bell with both hands, was unable 
to make the sound heard. It was not 
until the proprietor of the hall de- 
clared that he would close the building 
that the congress calmed down a little, 
It was only for a short time, however, 
when they were at it again like a 
menagerie in a boiler factory. The 
chairman threatened to call the police, 
and finally declared the meeting closed, 
when the delegates, wrangling and 
shouting, went out into the streets. 
On the second day, Anarchist dele- 
gates who had been denied admittance 
made a combined rush for the door, 
overturning the door-keeper and pour- 
ing into the building in spite of all 
opposition. Blows were exchanged 
and it came very near being a general 
free fight. It was finally agreed that 
“properly accredited” Anarchists 
should be admitted, including Louise 
Michel, the woman who, it will be re- 
membered, took a hand in the burning 
of Paris by means of petroleum during 
the French commune. During the 
voting, the air was filled with the 
noise of yelling, scuffling and threats. 
After several speakers had tried in 
vain to make themselves heard, the 
chairman adjourned the congress in 
disgust. 

Now, The Times does not for a mo- 
ment wish to be understood as saying 
that the members of the Popocratic 
convention which met at Chicago, or 


a majority of the members 
of the. Populist convention which 
met at St. Louis, are all An- 


archists. Itis unreasonable to suppose 
that such men as Bland, and Boies, and 
Teller are not as patriotic as the aver- 
age American citizen, or that they 
would not as quickly resent any in- 
sult to the American flag, from. open 
foes without, or secret enemies within. 
The Times does not say that the Demo- 
crats, or Popocrats, or Populists, or 
Free Silverites, or whatever they may 
call themselves, are all Anarchists, but 
it does say they are harboring in their 
ranks men who are Anarchists. at 
heart, whether they have openly 
avowed themselves as such or not. In 
training with such men; in lending 
the machinery of their party to such 
men, they are playing a dangerous 
game—they are playing with fire. 
There is anarchy in the air. Demo- 
crats who have at heart the honor and 
prosperity—nay, the very existence— 
of our common country, may well 
hesitate at this critical juncture be- 
fore they add their influence to a move- 
ment the full result of which no liy- 
ing man can foretell. 

The platforms of the Chicago and 


St. Louis Populist conventions do not 
represent anarchy, but they are dan- 


gerous steps in that direction. 


James W. Bradbury, the oldest living 
ex-Senator of the United States, has 
written a letter in which he says he 
has voted the Democratic ticket for 
seventy-three years, but’ because the 
present ticket is “nominated upon a 
platform so decidedly in conflict with 
the principles and. practice of the 
Democratic party,” he cannot vote for 
it. He further says that “free coin- 
age would result in disastrous conse-

Without 
the money of depositors to loan out 
while their own money is approaching 
its period of repayment, there are not 
five banks south of the Tehachepi 
range that could exist for sixty days. 
When will sober reason resume its 
placid sway?

For the third time the young people 
of the. United Presbyterian churches 
of the Los Angeles Presbytery have 
gathered in yearly convention.

Angeles, and the Wildomar, Santa

Thornton Fitzhugh, president of the 
local union of Christian Endeavor, de- 
livered. the “salutation.” He spoke 
earnestly of the value of such an ele- 
ment of.the. world’s religious life as the 
-young«people’s work, both to the com- 
munity. and’'to the individual. He de- 
clared the présent convention rich in op- 
portunity. and expressed a hope that 
it might prove helpful and inspiring. 

Rev. E. S. McKitrick, D.D., of Pasa- 
dena, delivered the sermon of the even- 
ing. Seedtime and harvest, the days 
when men labor and suffer and the 
happy time when the reward. of labor 
comes, Christians work and its reward 
here and hereafter, this was his theme. 

Dr. McKitrick spoke of the things 
necessary to accomplish anything in re- 
ligious work. He told of the disappoint- 
ments and discouragements, the mo- 
ments when one feels his own power- 
lessness and must turn to a diviner, 
stronger Being for help. Cne trouble 
men have in such work is their impa- 
tience. After the seed is planted, there 
must be time for growth, We shall not 
live to see the full fruition of our en- 
deavors,. but. when we have passed 
hence to eternal rest, then will be the 
harvest time. God grants us to reap’ 
a little of the ag be as we pass along, 
to gather some of the first fruits, else 
would we faint before the journey’s end 
was reached. But the full harvest will 
not be until the garners of glory are 
fully filled. 

“Success is certain,” cried the speaker. 
“The seed we sow has life itself! This 
is the word of God. The living God is 
in the truth. These books are not 
merely books that are written by men 
of old. This is God’s word, inspired by 
Him. God is in it.” 

Dr. McKitrick went on to speak of 
the wideness of the field of religious en- 
deavor. The harvest does not depend 
on the age, strength or size of the 
sower. A child may sow that which 
shall produce as rich a harvest as that 
which is sown by the oldest man. De- 
plore not your weakness too much. That 
may lead to doubt of results. We are 
simply sowers. The results do not de- 
pend upon us. The power of the Lora 
is pledged to bring final success. ‘I'he 
farmer expects a harvest and is disap- 
pointed when it does not come. Too 
often we sow the seed and are surprised 
when the harvest comes. We are apt 
to confide more in the God of nature 
than in the God of grace.

TESTING 


The Southern California’s Arroyo 
Seco Structure. 


Other Steel Bridges Will Be 
| Built Soon. 


News from Chicago—Row Over Rate- 
cutting to the Salt Lake Conven- 
tion of Fire Chiefs—Resisting a 
Postoffice Order. 


The Southern California MRailroa 
Company’s new steel bridge across the 
Arroyo Seco at Garvanza was yester- 
day tested by General Manager Wade 
and other officials of the company, and 
found satisfactory in every respect. 
Two ponderous mountain engines, the 
largest to be obtained, were run out 
upon the bridge, concentrating 2a 
weight of 150 tons within a distance 
of sixty feet. The bridge is believed 
to be able to bear at least six times as 
great a strain as was placed on it yes- 
terday, and probably no greater weight 
than that of the two engines will ever 
be concentrated there. A steel bridge 
of this kind costs a great deal of 
money, but it has the advantage that 
it will last almost indefinitely and is 
safe in times of flood. The ties on 
which the rails rest will need to be 
renewed about once every ten years, 
but except for that needed repairs will 
be very few. This bridge is so solidly 
built that trains could be run across it 
at full speed with perfect safety, but 
as there are crossings at both ends of 
the bridge, this will seldom be done. 
The Southern California intends’ to 
build a number of such bridges on va- 
rious parts of its system. The material 
for just such a structure is now on the 
ground at El Cajon and work will be- 
gin within a week or ten days. Gen- 
eral Manager Wade says such a bridge 
is planned to cross the Los Angeles 
River at the lower part of the city. 
Steel bridges will also be built before 
long, in all probability, across the Old 
San Gabriel River and the New San 
Gabriel River near Rivera. There are 
many other places between here and 
San Diego where such bridges are 
needed. As the country settles up and 
the increase in revenues warrants such 
expenditures, steel bridges will be built, 
beginning with those places where 
there has been most trouble in the 
past on account of storm damages. 

FIGHT OVER RATES. 

CHICAGO, July 29.—The western lines 
had an all-round fight this afternoon 
over the rates for the meeting of fire 
chiefs at Salt Lake City, Utah. The 
rate for this meeting was originally one 
fare for the round trip and later the Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul declared that it 
would make a rate of $30, which was 
a reduction of $15 from the one-fare 
rate. Since that reduction was an- 
nounced, nearly all of the lines in the 
Western Passenger Association have 
been offering extensions of the original 
time limit of the tickets, making them 
good for nearly all the month of Au= 
gust, making the tickets good without 
execution at Salt Lake and taking other 
liberties with the original agreement 
that practically makesthe ticket open for 
anybody and any class of business. In 


the meeting today the Milwaukee and 


St. Paul was charged with violating 
the agreement and being the catse of 
ali the demoralization: This ‘denied. 
in the most vigorous fashion and the 
meeting broke up in a general row, with 
everybody angry and no settlement of 
the matter in sight. It is now predicted 
that the rate will ultimately be made 
$15 for the round trip from Chicago to 
Salt Lake City. 

Mr. Pratt, of the emigrant depart- 
ment of the Western Passenger Associa- 
tion, has submitted his report of the 
amount of business done by this de- 
partment during the last six months. 
During the period named 12,432 emi- 
grants were sent through Chicago to 
points in the West and Northwest and 
the business was so well equalized that 
the maximum difference between any 
of the lines is only thirteen persons. 

There were no developments in the 
western grain-rate war today, but the 


‘general dpinion is that rates will have 


to-go lower. The reduced rates which 
the roads have made during the last ten 
days have brought them no increase 
in traffic and they are beginning to 
think they have not yet bid sufficiently 
to bring out the grain. 

A meeting of the general managers 
of the western lines will be held this 
week to see if some way cannot be de- 
vised by which the rates can be kept 
up and the business secured at the same 

me. 

Railroad officials will test the right of 
Postmaster-General Wilson to prohibit 
them from carrying their own mall and 
letters of other roads.

WAS A FATAL SHOT. 


ACCIDENTAL DISCHARGE OF A GUN 
KILLS SAMUEL HOLHLBAUCH, 


Sorrows of a German Family Near 
Wilmington—Three Other Chil- 
dren Seriously Injured in a Run- 
away Accident—One of The 
May Die. ‘ 


The family of John Holhlbauch, liv- 
ing near Wilmington was visited by a 
series of calamities Tuesday, and in 
consequence Samuel, the thirteen-year- 
old son lies dead, his breast perforated 
with buckshot, and three other chil- 
dren severely injured, one believed to 
be fatally injured 

Samuel’s death was caused by the ac- 
cidental discharge of a shotgun just 
as he was starting on a day’s outing. 
The others received their injuries in a 
runaway accittent a few hours before. 

The Holhibatichs live in the German 
settlement, about two miles north of 
Wilmington. 

About 10 o’clock in the morning, the 


panied by four younger children of the 
family, started out. They had a spir- 
ited team of horses, attached to a two- 
seated buggy. The eldest girl was driv- 
ing. A short distance from the barn 
the horses became unmanageable and 
despite the heroic efforts of the girl to 
check them, they sprang over a barb- 
wire fence. 

The occupants of the buggy were 
thrown out, and three of them were 
hurb One of the children is thought to 
be ‘fatally injured. éy were en 
home and a physician was summoned 
to attend them. 

About 4 o’clock in the afternoon Sam- 
uel and George Holhibauch started in 
a two-wheeled cart on a fishing and 
hunting trip to Watson's Lake. 

Samuel had placed a boaded single- 
barreled shotgun between his_ legs, 
with the muzzle resting against his 
breast. After driving a short distance, 
George got out of the vehicle to open 
a gate. Samuel drove on and the cart 
jolted over a rock. An instant later 
the gun was discharged, and Samuel 
sprang out, exclaiming he was shot. He. 
ran about twenty feet and then fell 
dead. 

It appears that when the cart struck 
the stone, the hammer of the gun was 
raised and the cartridge exploded, send. — 
ing the heavy charge of buckshot into 
Samuel’s left breast, just above the 

eart. — 
‘ The terrified George lifted his dead 
brother into the cart, and drove home 
Dr. Seamans was hastily called, in the 
vain hope that Samuel might be alive, 


the. boy was dead. 

Dr. telephoned to Coroner 
Campbell, and he went to the scene yes-. . 
terday morning, where an inquest was 


held. 

The verdict rendered was in accord- 
ance with the facts; that Samuel’s 
death was caused by the accidental dis- 
charge of a gun.

$170,000, pretended to have been voted 
in conformity with the provisions of 
the Wright act.

‘The Supreme Court, sitting in bank, 
has reversed the judgment and order 
of thé lower cdurt in the action of W. 
B. Cullen, M. H. La Fetra, J. J. West, 
John Needham and Carroll 8. Whit- 
comb, as the board of directors of the 
Glendora Irrigation District, plaintiffs 
and respondents, vs. the Glendora 
Water Company, defendant and 
lant. 

This cause was formants heard and 
decided by the court in bank, upon 


Clief in an opinion reported in 39 Pa- 
cific Reporter, 769. 
out of a special proceeding under an 
act supplemental to the Wright Act 
for obtaining a decree of court approv- 
}ing and confirming the regularity of 
the bonds of the irrigation district. 
By the decree of the Superior Court 
the proceedings for the formation of 
the district, and the issuance of the 
bonds, were held to have been regular. 
and the bonds were declared valid. By 
the decision here all Ee the rulin find- 
ings, the Baperior 
Court were only 
a finding to the effect that the directors 


proper estimate of the cost of works, 
etc., before ordering the issue of bonds. 
This finding was held to be contrary 
to the uncontradicted evidence in the 
record, and upon that ground, and 
fione other, the judgment of the Su- 
perior Court and its order denying a 
hew trial were reversed. Subsequently

The court says: “At the rehearing 
counsel did not only discuss the plead- 
ings and evidence relating to this par- 
ticular question, but counsel for ap- 
pellant asked the court to consider 
again the Various questions which had 
been ruled against him in our former 
decision. We have, therefore, again 
carefully considered the entire case, 
with the result that we adhere to the 
‘views expressed in Commissioner Van 
Clief’s opinion, except in so far as they 
may be qualified by what we shall 
have to say with reference to the point 
upon which the sucgment was re- 
versed.” 

At @ meeting of ‘the board of direc- 
tors of Glendora Irrigation District, 
held May 10, 1892, that body deemed it 
necessary that bonds to the amount of 
$170,000 should be issued in order to 
meet the expenses of supplying each 
land owner in the district with water 
for irrigwting purposes; this money 
was to be expended in the construction 
of necessary ifrigating canals, works, 
éte. 

The Glendora Wlater Company denied 
that any estimates whatever had been 
tMmade that would show that $170,000 were 
necessary for stich purpose, or any 
other purpose. 

e court says: “But a critical ex- 
amination of the commissioner’s opin- 
fon will show thliat the real question 
considered and. decided by the court 
Was .not.-whether the directors of the 
district had declared an estimate 
or resolved that they did estimate, 
but whether as a legal possibility they 
could have made the estimate contem- 
plated by the Wright Act in the ab- 
sence of any sort of plan for the con- 
struction of works or for the acquisi- 
tion or distribution of a water supply. 
And this is the issue which the appel- 
latit raised or attempted to raise by 
its answer. . . . The question, there- 
fore, was and is ‘presented for discus- 
sion whether there can be under the 
Wright Act an estimate of money re- 
quired, without any plan for the acqui- 
sition and distribution of water. 

“Counsel for respondents contend 
that this question has already been de- 
cided tn their favor in the case of the 
Modesto Irrigation District vs. Tregea, 
88 Cal., 357, where the following lan- 
guage was used by the court: ‘The au- 
thority to issue ponds is wholly inde- 
pendent of the source of supply of water 
or any plans for obtaining it.’ ”’ 


language was not happily chosen, and 
taken in its largest sense for tniver- 
sal application, is misleading. In the 
above case the directors had, upon con- 
sidering oné sourcé for Securing a sup- 
ply, estimated the cost at $800,000; sub- 
sequently the sizé of the district was 
réduced, and the plan had been modi- 
fied with respect to the source of sup- 
ply and the amount of water to be 
used, and thé diréctors had modified 
their order for the issuance of bonds 
by reducing the amount to $400,000. 
The question was whether the electors 
could be held to have ratified this ordér 
for the issuance of a smaller amount 
of bonds.

“There is nothing in the law to pre- 
vent the directors from changing their 
plans in this respect whenever they 
rem | it to the advantage of the district 
to do so 

‘In other words, we held that the 
authority to issue bonds is not so bound 
up with the preliminary plans as to 
sources of stpply upon which the esti- 
mate is based that the proceeds of a 
valid issue of bonds cannot he used to 
carry out a modified plan if the change 
is deemed advantageous. But we did 
not hold, and we think ft would lead 
to very unfortunate consequences if 
such a construction were placed upon 
the law, that thé board of directors 
have complied with their duty or acted 
within their powers by merely resolv- 
ing that a certain amount of bonds 
should issve, or by merely declaring 
that they have estimated the cost when 
they have no plan or basis for an esti- 
mate of cost. We think that the lan- 
guage of the act (sec. 15, St. 91, p. 147) 
clearly implies that there must be some 
plan or plans in the alternative before 
an estimate can be made, and that 
without such plan or plans there can 
be no real estimate.” 

One of the avérments of the appel- 
lant was that the only thing done wag 
“the purchase of the Glendora Water 
Works, and that they have not paid 
anything for that.” 

The opinion is written by Chief Jus- 
tice Beatty, and concurred in by Jus- 
tices Garoutte, McFarland, Van 
Harrison and Temple.
